The  food  supervisor  plans  to 
have  a fruit  and  a vegetable  sal- 
ad every  day  and  a fresh  fruit 
and  a vegetable  or  the  equivalent 
is  served  with  every  meal.  Meat 
servings  running  through  the 
week  may  consist  of  roast  beef, 
meat  loaf,  fish  and  chips,  turkey, 
chicken,  Salisbury  steak,  pork 
chops,  and  a roast.  Whipped  po- 
tatoes are  served  twice  daily  by 
popular  demand  with  rice  and 
other  substitutes  as  alternates. 
Ice  cream  is  doled  out  four  times 
a week,  pie  once,  and  cake  once. 
Students  spend  only  $1.20  daily 
for  their  meal  service.

This  legendary  figure 
may  have  existed;  it  may  even 
be  correct.  Nonetheless,  we  are 
fortunate  that  he  lived  in  an 
age  of  print,  that  many  of  his 
words  were  recorded;  fortunate 
because  we  can  know  the  man.

Controversial  School  Systems  Aired 


Semester  Saves  Time, 
Money,  Examinations

Following  the  recent  lead  set  by  two  other 
interrnountain  universities,  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity and  the  other  institutions  of  higher  education 
in  Utah  are  studying  a proposed  change  from  the 
quarter  to  the  semester  system. 

University  of  Colorado  two  years  ago  made  ithe 
step  to  the  semester  basis  and  University  of  Wy- 
oming has  already  decided  to  follow.  Operation 
under  the  semester  instruction  system  at  Wyoming 
will  begin  with  the  1955-56  school  year,  following 
the,  results  of  a vote  taken  by  the  Administrative 
Council.  Underway  at  present  are  preliminary 
plans  concerning  the  large  number  of  changes  re- 
quired by  the  change-over. 

Majority  Utilize  Semester 

Some  80  per  cent  of  the  U.  S.  universities  oper- 
ate under  the  semester  system,  according  to  George 
H.  Hansen,  acting  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences.  This  is  an  increase  of  5 per  cent  over  a 
study  made  in  1930,  which  at  that  time  showed  in 
the  previous  five  years  a definite  trend  to  the 
semester  basis.  The  24-year-old  survey  stated  in 
conclusion,  “The  semester  plan  is  slightly  more 
favored  from  an  administrative  point  of  view  than 
from  an  instructional  by  the  administrators  who 
completed  this  questionnaire.” 

The  semester  system  provides  a more  satisfac- 
tory period  for  study  with  greater  retention  of 
what  is  learned.  More  continuity  in  the  teaching 
of  subjects  would  be  provided  in  dividing  the  year 
into  two  sections  instead  of  three. 

A Time  Saver 

Under  the  proposed  plan  for  BYU,  students 
would  be  able  to  save  time  in  several  ways.  Fewer 
hours  would  be  lost  in  standing  in  lines  to  register 
and  in  other  registration  day  timewasters.  Check- 
ing in  and  checking  out  laboratory  equipment 
would  occur  less  often.  Students  would  have  fewer, 
final  examinations  to  take. 

A large  number  of  BYU’s  students  are  either 
transfers  here  or  at  some  time  in  their  college 
career  may  transfer  from  the  Y.  Operating  under 
the  semester  basis,  it  would  be  easier  to  transfer 
by  being  in  harmony  with  the  great  majority  of 
universities  in  the  country. 

The  administration  and  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  would  be  sure  to  make 
a monetary  saving  under  the  semester  system. 
The  IBM  office  would  make  some  saving  in  using 
fewer  registration  cards  during  the  year  and  in 
less  labor  in  operating  machines.  The  IBM  office 
and  the  treasurer’s  office  would  experience  no  dif- 
ficulty in  making  the  change-over  to  the  semester 
plan,  according  to  the  two  department  heads. 

Monetary  Profit 

Students  also  would  profit  to  some  extent. 
Through  buying  books  less  often,  as  would  be  the 
case  in  some  subjects,  the  students  would  less 
frequently  be  forced  to  trade  their  textbooks  in  at 
a loss. 

Administrative  officials,  faculty  and  staff  mem- 
bers, and  students  would  save  many  hours  of 
labor  now  caused  by  the  present  quarter  system. 
Time  spent  in  arranging  and  preparing  class  rolls, 
for  example,  would  definitely  be  cut.  Faculty  mem- 
bers would  save  one-third  on  making  out  grades, 
while  the  IBM  office  would  also  save  the  same 
amount  of  time. 


Quarter  Provides  Rest, 
Flexibility,  Research

Following  a resolution  of  the  Conference  on 
Higher  Education  held  in  Logan  in  September, 
Brigham  Young  University  is  now  determining  if 
this  institution,  along  with  -the  University  of  Utah, 
and  Utah  .State  Agricultural  College,  will  shift 
from  the  quarter  to  the  semester  system. 

This  is  the  second  time  that  the  threq  institu- 
tions have  considered  thff  change.  The  first  time, 
with'  Dr.  Christen  Jensen  representing  BYU,  the 
motion  was  rejected  by  three  colleges.  Many  of  the 
reasons  for  rejecting  the  change  are  still  valid  to- 
day. 

Since  the  majority  of  BYU  students  are  not 
from  higher  income  families,  ahd  many  have,  to 
work,  and  many  are  from  rural  farm  areas,  the 
quarter  system  is  more  advantageous  to  them. 
The  quarter  system  allows  greater  flexibility  of 
attendance  for  these  working  students  to  be  “in 
and  out”  for  seasonal  employment*  Many  farm 
students  are  unable  to  attend  either  in  the  fall 
quarter  due  to  harvesting,  or  in  , spring  due  to 
plowing  and  planting.  The  semester  system  would 
work  a definite  hardship  on  them. 

N«o  Christmas  Worries 

Christmas  vacations  will  continue  to  be  a true 
vacation  if  the  quarter  system  remains.  Time 
would  not  have  to  be  used  to  make  up  delinquen- 
cies, write  term  papers,  or  prepare  for  exams.  It 
is  psychologically  sound  to  finish  the  quarter  just 
before  Christmas,  for  this  reason  alone. 

, The  faculty  would  benefit  as  arrangements  for 
occasional  leaves  for  research  or  advanced  study 
would  be  more  convenient. 

Having  f^wer  classes,  though  the  same  number 
of  weekly  teaching  hours,  the  faculty  has  better 
opportunity  to  know  and  check  on  students.  This 
serves  to  build  a better  relationship  between  stu- 
dents and  faculty. 

Greater  Selection  of  Courses 

While  it  is  true  that  most  textbooks  are  written 
for  semester  use,  the  quarter  system  increases  the 
“intensive”  rather  than  the  “extensive”  time  treat- 
ment of  subjects.  Concentrated  attention  contrib- 
utes to  more  efficient  study  habits  and  better 
quality  of  work. 

More  classes  can  be  offered  under  the  quarter 
system,  with  no  increase  of  staff,  and  alternating 
courses  can  be  given  with  greater  frequency.  To 
be  considered  is  the  fact  that  a student  failing  a 
course  is  able  to  take  it  over  at  an  earlier  oppor- 
tunity, under  the  quarter  system. 

Under  either  system,  students’  major  subjects 
generally  run  the  entire  year,  but  the  quarter  sys- 
tem offers  greater  opportunity  for  specialists  to 
broaden  their  general  knowledge  with  elective 
courses. 

New  Students  Favored 

Beginning  students  are  favored  under  the  quar- 
ter system,  as  they  have  four  rather  than  three 
opportunities  to  enter.  BYU  would  have  been  with- 
out a student  from  Vermont  for  18  rather  than  12 
weeks,  under  the  semester  system.  The  summer 
school,  also,  will  continue  to  be  an  integral  pan 
of  the  whole  college  plan. 

Unanimous  Change  Agreed  Upon 

These  and  many  other  problems  are  now  being 
considered.  The  three  Utah  institutions  of  higher 
learning  have  agreed  that  no  decision  will  be  made 
until  adequate  surveys  are  completed.  All  three 
will  agree  either  to  shift  to  the  semester  system  or 
to  remain  on  the  quarter  system.
